by automatic machinery in the 
United States, He learned the 
watchmaker's trade, and while a 
journeyman in Boston became im 
pressed by his experience with 
Swiss and English watches, with 
the necessity of securing greater 
uniformity of parts. He interest¬ 
ed men of means, visited England 
and built a watch factory in BOs- 

ton in 1851, the first in America. 

A little later the establishment 
Was moved to Waltham, now the 
greatest watch manufacturing cen¬ 
ter of the world.
